Hie opinion was expinssed ot 
ih Imparlance ot Joint actions 
^ndeiiaken by ihe USSR and 
FiJDCf, despiie ihelr drtieilng so- 


cial systems, to consolidate uni- 
versal peace, divert international 
relations back to detente, and to 
negotiate on pockets of tension 
and conflicts In various parts of 
the globe. 

That such a flow of Interna- 
tional affairs is possible in the 
present complicated situation 
can bo seen irom the resultB ol 
the Madrid Meeting attended 
by the sponsors of ihe Helsinki 
accords. Tha talk reaffirmed that 
the Soviet Union and France, 
favouring the successive con- 
tinuation of the all European 
process, ascribe special Im- 
portance lo convening a con- 
ference on trust building mea- 
sures, security and disarmament 
In Europe. 

Also emphasized was the need 
for more beneficial cooperation, 
first of all In maintaining a 
political dialogue between lha 
USSR and France, particularly 
on the highest possible level.

Madrid. All the delegates 
attending lha Madrid Meeting 
have approved Lha tlnal docu- 
ment which Is Bolldly founded 
on Ihe provisions ol the Final 
Act ol the 1975 Helsinki con- 
ference and which envisages the 
development ol IhB all-Europe- 
an process and Is orlcnled to- 
wards sircnglhenlng Internation- 
al detente, and cooperation in a 
wide range oi security areas In 
Europe. Now ihe final document 
has come Into effect. Agreement 
was reached at the Madrid 
Meeting on liie implementation 
or a major initiative put toi- 
ward by Iho socialist counirlcs 
concerning a conference on con- 
fidence-building measures, on 
security and on disarmament in 
Europe.

The police began firing at demon- 
strators heavily wounding 35 people. In other parts 
of the Chilean capital demonstrators built barricades 
end held rallies demanding an end to the military- 
faad*t dictatorship. They ware attacked with tanks, 
armoured cars and fire hoses. Clashes with Iho 
aimy- and police took place in Valparaiso, Con- 
cepcion, Osomo, Valdivia, Antofagasta, Arles and 1 
many other places. Report* from Chile show that 
the country Is being swept wtlh most cjub! reprisals 
and mass arrests of tba dictatorship's opponents.

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Astron, the Soviet space sta- 
tion placed on a high ecliptic 
orbit round the Earth on 23 
March, continues Its flight. 

It has already yielded a great 
deal of information as a result 
or astrophyslcal experiments 
held outside the Earth's atmo- 
sphere. Within the framework 
of a Joint programme! the Cri- 
mean and the Byurakan astro- 
physical observatories in the So- 
viet Union and the Marseilles 
Laboratory for Space Astronomy 
in Ranee have studied the dy- 
namics and the mechanism In- 
volved In the heating of stellar 
atmospheres, and new evident* 
has been obtained of the pny«- 
cal nature of ultraviolet radia- 
tion emanating from the 
xles.
